Speyer & Co. Get Attachment to 
Cover $235,561.40 Unpaid Interest. 


Speyer & Co. obtained a writ of .at- 
tachment yesterday against the Na- 
tional Bank of Mexico for $235,561.40, 


which was served on its New York 
Maitland, Coppell & Co. of 52 
William Street. 

The suit followed the non-payment of 
a draft for that amount that had been 
forwarded by the National Bank of 
Mexico to Speyer & Co. for the pay- 
ment of interest due to-morrow on 
$20,000,000 of bonds of the Institution 
fur the Encouragement of Irrigation 
Work and the Development of Agricul- 
ture, Incorporated, which are guaran- 
teed as to principal, interest and sink- 
ing fund by the Mexican Government. 

Maitland, Coppell & Co., in refusing 
to pay the draft, when it was presented 
a few days ago, acted under instruc- 
tions from the National Bank of Mex- 
ico, ordering payment stopped. 

The advices from the National Bank 
of Mexico came immediately after the 
landing of United States forces at Vera 
Cruz, and were presumed yesterday to 
have emcanuated from Gen, Huerta. No 
reason was given, however, to Mait- 
land, Coppell & Co. for stopping pay- 
ment. 

Cadwalader, Wickersham & Taft, at- 
torneys for Speyer & Co., explained that 
the suit was brought for the protection 
of the bondholders, and added that the 
stop-payment order was “ no doubt ow- 
ing to the disturbed condition § in 
Mexico.”’

Refugee Reaching Philadelphia 
Tells Story of His Escape.

PHILADELPHIA, Apri! 29.—Three 
American refugees, the first to reach 
the Eastern Coast of the United States 
since the general exodus from Mexico, 
arrived here to-day on the 
Hawailan Line steamship Kentuckian 
from Puerto Mexico. They lost all 
their baggage before they boarded the 
vessel. 

The three refugees are R. D. Paxton, 
R. H. Paxton, and Ernest Morgan, 
owners of a large coffee plantation in 
Tehuantepec, about seventy miles south 
of Vera Cruz. 
sas City, Mo. Before 
for the West, Morgan said: 

“The part of Mexico whence I came 
is not in the same state of tumult 
other parts of the country. It is bad 
enough, however, and I am glad I es- 
caped. I was held up ten times by 
Mexican soldiers on my way from my 
ranch to Puerto Mexico. In each case 
T was sharply questioned and insulted 
because I was an American. I managed 
to show them that I was a non-combat- 
ant and got away; but I was lucky. 

“We were not even safe when we 
got aboard the Kentuckian. All feared 
the ship would be blown up; so menac- 
ing was the Mexican mob. A constant 
watch was established over the ship 
until she put to sea. We were held up 
two days and nights in Puerto Mexico 
because the mobs became so violent 
the ship could not take on cargo, and 
had to go out a mile from shore dur- 
ing the night to avi trouble.”

Led by Yaqui Indian, They Tunnel

SAN DIEGO, Cal., April 
eight Mexican prisoners in the army de- 
tention camp st Fort Rosecrans escaped 
last night by digging a tunnel under 
fences and barbed wire entanglements 
a distance of seventy yards. At 
to-day only fourteen of them had been 
recaptured. 

It is expected that many of the fugi- 
tives will find their way across the line 
into Lower California in spite of the 
patrol of American troops at the prin- 
cipal points. 

The dash for freedom was led and di- 
rected by a pure-blooded Yaqui Indian, 
who is a mining engineer. He is among 
those recaptured.

REBELS WANT RECOGNITION. 


Now Control All Important Border 
Points Up to California.

WASHINGTON, April 29.—The Con- 
stitutionalist forces are sweeping every- 
thing before them in Northern Mexico 
and putting their house in order for a 
claim for recognition of their belliger- 
ency by the United States Government 
in the event of the failure of the “ A. B. 
C. powers’”’ proposals and resumption 
of the American campaign against 
Huerta. 

Gen. Bliss reported to-day the capture 
of 400 Mexican Federal prisoners and 
considerable ammunition by the Consti- 
tutionalist forces under Gen. Murgias in 
the State of Coahuila. His forces have 
eceupied Piedras Negras, just across 
the border from Eagle Pass, Texas. Gen. 
Bliss's dispatch read: 


Following last night from commanding 
officer Eagle Pass: 

** Murgias forces occupied Piedras Negras 
at 5 o'clock this afternoon. They report 
taking 400 prisoners from Guarjardo, 1,200 
rifles, 3 field pieces, and much smal! arms 
ammunition. My information is that the 
the prisoners are being well treated.”’ 


The State Department announced to- 
day that the advance guard of the Car- 
ranzistas at Piedras Negras entered the 
city “‘ without firing a shot.” 

A dispatch from Consul Edwards 


stated that there “is little military ac- 
tivity reported’’ in the section extend- 
ing from the American border to Tor- 
reon and Durango “and no alarming 
symptoms in the local situation” at Il} 
Paso. 

The taking of Piedras Negras, which 
was formerly called Ciudad Porfirio} 
Diaz, means that the Constitutionalists| 
now have control over every point on 
the Mexican side of the border west to 
California. The Constitutionalists are 
command of the routes into Mexico | 
from Nogales and Douglas in Arizona, | 
and of the main routes of travel through 
El Paso, Eagle Pass, and Laredo. They 
control Juarez just across the river 
from El Paso and also Nuevo Laredo} 
just over the frontier from Laredo. 
They are in command of the leading 
towns in Sonora, Chihuahua, Neuvo} 
Leon, and are now working through the} 
State of Tamaulipas toward Tampico 
and through Coahuila to the capital, 
Saltillo 

In the last week vigorous efforts have | 
been put forth by the Constitutionalists 
to convince the American Government} 
that law and order have been following 
their arms.

Two men, who asserted that they were 
German miners from South Africa, and 
a third, who is a British subject and 
Was assoctated with them, according to 
their story, only as an interpreter, were 
arraigned yesterday before United States 
Commissioner Houghton on the charge 
of having illegally brought into this} 
country more than $57,000 worth of un- 
cut diamonds. The stones, most of 
which were small, filled a vessel of a 
pint capacity to the brim. They are in 
danger of forfeiture to the Government. 
The defendants offered to pay duty 
when arrested, but were told it was then 
too late to declare the diamonds. 

The attention of the customs authori-| 
ties was called to the men by a Maiden 
Lane jeweler. On Tuesday afternoon 
the three men came to his store and 
offered the gems for sale. They were, 
most of them, contained in a regular} 
jeweler’s sale case, although a few of 
the larger ones were wrapped up in a 
small paper parcel 

The dealer, whose identity «the Gov- 
ernment will not disclose, asked the 
men into his private office and ques- 
tioned them closely. He suspected that 
there was something irregular about the 
entry of the diamonds into this country, 
and summoned Charles L. Robinson, As- 
sistant Secretary of the American Jew- 
elers’ Protective Association, who, after 
a talk with the men, called up the cus- 
toms authorities. Special Treasury 
Agent N. C. Brooks and Customs In- 
spector C. J. Coffee were sent to lovk 
into the matter. They seized the geins 
and took the men to the Custom House 
al here the men said they were August 
Fischer and Emil Propelle, German dia- 
mond miners from South Africa, and 
Benjamin Idelson, a_ British subject, 
with whom the others had scraped an 
acquaintance aboard ship, and who, 
they said, had nothing to do with the 
matter except as an interpreter. 

The miners said they had landed in 
this: country from the Mauretania on 
April -4, and intended to find jobs as 
bricklayers. Before doing that they 
thought that they had better dispose of 
their diamonds. Asked as to the pay- 
ment of the duty on the gems, which is 
10 per cent, ad valorem, they said that 
they as steerage passengers had never 
been asked to declare what goods they 
had with them, but that the diamonds 
had been in their baggage. This had 
been examined by the Customs Inspector 
and passed. They were, they said, quite 
willing to pay any duty demanded. 

It appeared that Propelle, who had| 
the larger lot of diamonds, carried them | 
in an old cigar box, while Fischer had 
his share in a paper package. The 
customs authorities refused to accept 
the duty and sent the defendants to the |

E. F. Greene Says Any Reduction in 
Time Means Lower Wages. 
BOSTON, April 29.—‘‘ I for one believe 
that fifty-four hours of work in the 
week (nine hours a day) cannot possibly 
do any one an injury—even most boys 
and girls of 14 and 15 years of age—and 


certainly this weekly schedule of hours | 


allows a good deal of time for other 
worthy pursuits,” 

E. F. Greene, President of the Pa- 
cific Mills of Lawrence, greeted mem- 
bers of the National Association of Cot- 
ton Manufacturers with this assertion 
at the opening of their annual meeting 
to-day. 

‘“‘Any further curtailment in hours, 
| he said, “* must inevitably stand in the

land the textile workers themselves and

Mayor Seals Up Bronze Box for 


Largest Office Structure 
in the World. 


ITO HOUSE 15,000 PERSONS 


Workmen Perched Aloft on Steel 
Framework Witness Ceremonies 
—City Officials at Luncheon. 


Mayor Mitchel yesterday wielded the 
silver trowel which cemented the bronze 
box within the granite cornerstone of 
the new Equitable Building. So far as 
known n other building erected 
purely by private enterprise in New 
York has ever had a Mayor to lay its 
cornerstone. In view of the number of 
city officials present at the formal oc- 
casion and later at the luncheon in the 
Whitehall Club, the affair resembled 
some important municipal function, and 
this was reflected by the Mayor in his 
speech. 

After a brief introduction by Gen. T. 
Coleman du Pont, President of the 
Equitable Office Building Corporation, 
the Mayor, taking the trowel and stand- 
ing by the cornerstone at the Broad- 
way and Cedar Street corner of the 
building, said: 

“This celebration seems a 
incident in the history of the city. The 
erection of great buildings has come 
to be commonplace with us, but the 
building of such structures as this, the 
Woolworth Building, and the Municipal 
Building are, in themselves, noteworthy 
human achievements. They are not so 
merely because they are achievements 
of skill and energy and idealism, but 
also because they constitute genuine 
contributions to civic beauty. 

“TI understand that the owners of 
this Equitable Building compare it to 
a municipality. It will house 15,000 per- 
sons. It will contain a multitude of 
independent enterpirses, all operated in- 
dependently, but depending for their 
convenience and their comfort, and even 
for their success, upon the common ser- 
rendered by the building, and 
| upon the efficiency of those services.

Must Pay Duty.

der Paragraph 305 of the new Tariff 
act. Importers have been trying to 
| convince the Treasury officials that the 
merchandise should be allowed to enter 
at 10 per cent. ad valorem as “‘ waste.”

Retalters Appear to be Buying In a 
Conservative Way. 


Orders received by manufacturing 
clothiers show a falling off over those 
of last year at a similar period. Some 
are inclined to predict that the results 
| obtained by the salesmen now on the 
road will be far below those of previous 
years. Retatlers continue to make their 


| purchases in a conservative fashion, and 


conditions in the market are sluggish. 
The overcoat situation is particularly 
*‘ off,’ and reports from the road concur 
in putting the retailer's attitude on 
the question as one of uncertainty. 

One point which a manufacturer who 
has just returned from the road claims 
was constantly brought to his attention 
was that the average price of suits has 
| declined. If this is so, he said, it may 
| explain to some extent the poor orders 

that have been received. “If the aver- 
age price paid for a suit has dropped,” 
| he said, “it meams that the retailer 
| has had to reduce his high-priced mer- 
chandise and will restrict his purchases 
on this class of goods in the future.

TOLLS BILL BACK 
TO SENATE TO-DAY 


No Recommendation, but Com- 
mittee, 8 to 6, Goes on Rec- 
ord for Reserving Rights. 


FIGHT NOW ON OPEN FLOOR 

Bill 

Eight Majority, or Ten with 
Rights Amendment Added. 


Unamended May Get Five to 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, April 29.—The Senate 
Committee on Inter-Oceanic Canals this 
afternoon ordered the Sims bil repeal- 
ing the tolls exemption of the 
Panama Canal act to be reported to the 
Senate to-morrow without amendment 
and without recommendation. This 
order was entered by a vote of 8 to 6. 
Shortly before, the committee had ex- 
pressed .its approval of the Simmons 
amendment expressly reserving all 
American rights over the Canal by a 
vote of 8 to 6. But as there was no 
recommendation for the Sims bill the 
amendment will not be incorporated by 
the committee as a part of the bill, but 
will simply stand as the comrnittee’s 

judgment. The amendment reads: 


Provided that neither the passage 
act, nor anything therein cuntained, | 
be construed or held at waiving, impairing, 
or affecting any treaty. or other right 
possessed by the United States, 

This amendment has been seen by 
President Wilson and said to have 
his approval. Administratron leaders are 
confident to-night that with it attached 
the repeal bill will be passed by the 
Senate, and some Senators opposed to 
repeal agreed with this view. 

Nearly all votes on the amendment 
were non-partisan. The order for the 
report of the unamended bill was fav- 
ored by five Democrats—Mr. Thornton 
of Louisiana, Mr. Chilton of West Vir- 
ginia, Mr. Thomas of _ Colorado, Mr. 
Owen of Oklahoma, and Mr. Simmons of 
North Carolina—and three Republicans 
—Mr. Brandegee of Connecticut, Mr. 
Crawford of South Dakota, and Mr. 
Page of Vermont. Against it were re- 
corded three’ Democrats, Mr. O’Gorman 
of New York, Mr. Shields of Tennessee, 
and Mr. Walsh of Montana, and three 
Republicans. Mr. Borah of Idaho, Mr. 
Bristow of Kansas, and Mr. Perkins of 
California. 

The committee’s action means that the 
fight on the bill will be made entirely on 
the floor of the Senate. It also fore- 
teils clearly as anything can that 
President Wilson will succeed in passing 
the bill through the Senate. The com- 
mittee was really opposed to the bill, 
but the President was able to get it or- 
dered reported, and, while some who 
voted for the report in committee may 
oppose the bill in the Senate, the result 
is generally admitted even by the op- 
position. 

The estimates to-day are that the bill 
unamended will command a slight ma- 
jority of from five to eight The addi- 
ion of the Simmons amendment would 
erhaps make the margin 10 votes. The 
immons amendment, while drafted in 
the form of a reservation of right, really 
does not reserve anything not contained 
in the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, and Mr- 
Simmons agrees With the President that 
the treaty does not reserve the American 
right to discriminate in tolls But its 
declaration that the enactment of the 
Sims bills would have no effect on 
the merits of the controversy with 
Great Britain would satisfy some Sen- 
ators who resent the appearance of sur- 
render to fore'gen dictation. 

Opponents of repeal in the committee 
fought hard to strengthen the language 
of Mr. Simmon ndment, 1 ther 
were not successful. Mr. Shields of 
"/ennessee offered a substitute draft pro- 
viding *‘ that neither the passage of this 
act nor anything therein contained shall 
be construed as an admission that the 
United States has no right to exempt its 
coastwise vessels from the payment of 
tolls.”’ 

Mr. Simmons, who 
porting the President and who offered 
his amendment only in an effort to in- 
crease the President’s majority, said Mr. 
Shields’ substitute was too narrow, and 
ft was rejected by a vote of 10 to 4. 
Mr. Shields and Mr. Walsh were the 
only Democrats to vote for this sub- 
stitute. Their Republican opponents 
were Mr. Crawford and Mr. Page. 

The most hostile motion of the day 
came from Mr. Bristow of Kansas, a 
radical Republican. He moved to report 
the bill with a recommendation that the 
Senate refuse to pass it, but his motion 
was rejected by a vote of 8 to 5. Then 
Mr. Thomas moved that the bill as 
amended by Mr. Simmons be reported 
favorably, but that motion went the 
seme road by a vote of 9 to 5. 

The real desire of the opponents of 
repeal was embodied in an amendment 
by Mr. Walsh, which, instead of repeal- 
ing the tolls exemption clause, would 
simply permit aggrieved aliens to bring 
suit before the Supreme Court of the 
United States. That was rejected by a 
vote of 8 to 6. Mr. Walsh and Mr. 
O'Gorman were the only Democrats vot- 
‘ing for the Walsh amendment. 
Chairman O'Gorman, for the commit- 
tee, when he reports thé bill with the 
unattached amendment to-morrow, will 
ask that it be placed on the Senate cal- 
endar, and Senator Simmons will ask 
that it be made the unfinished business. 
If this suggestion is agreed to the bat- 
tle will begin at once. 

Senator Simmons said to-night he be- 
Weved the great interest in the subject 
throughout the country warranted an ef- 
fort on the part of the Senate to dis- 
pose of it as quickly as possible. Ad- 
ministration leaders hope to tonduct 
this fight along the lines followed in 
putting through the Tariff and Cur- 
rency bills. If this is adhered to the at- 
tention of the Senate will be directed 
as closely as possible to the tolls mat- 
ter, and after a debate of a few weeks 
a vote will be reached.

FOR LEASING OF OIL LAND. 


House Committee Favors California 
Independents Getting Patents. 


WASHINGTON, April 29.—The fight 
of the independent oil men of California 
for preferential rights under the new 
Federal leasing scheme on the lands 
which they have been developing, re- 
sulted to-day in the House Public Lands 
Committee reporting the Church bill 
authorizing the Secretary of the In- 
terior to lease to the occupants certain 
unpatented oil or gas lands. 

The independents organized to fight 
against the Standard Oil Company and 
built pipe lines to the coast to serve 
their trade. The Church bill authorizes 
them to lease, on the relinquishment of 
claim, the lands on which they have 
been unable yet to get patent, on the 
payment of a royalty to the Govern- 
ment of one-eighth of the oil or gas 
produced. Fach lessee, however, is 
limited to 640 acres, which means a 
eut of 3,200 acres in area in one com- 
pany alone, the Honolulu. Oil Company.

WASHINGTON, April 
thousand tariffs filed by 
line railroads cancelling allowances 
heretofore made to twenty named in- 
dustrial railways in various parts of 
the country were suspended to-day by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
until July 30. 

An inquiry now is in progress with 
view to determining whether the allow- 
ances made by the trunk lines as divi- 
sions of their rates do not constitute, in 
a legal sense, rebate on shipments han- 
died by the industrial roads. The com- 
mission found, in its investigation of al- 
lowances made to the industrial rail- 
ways controlled or owned by steel and 
iron companies, that the payments 
constituted a substantial rebate to the 
shippers, and tariffs cancelling those 
allowances have been permitted to 
stand. 

That freight rates on 
shipments were not based upon what 
might be a reasonable return for the 
service of the carriers, but upon a de- 
termination of the rail lines, which mo- 
nopolize the package freight business on 
the great lakes, to maintain an estab- 
lished differential between lake and rail 
and all-rail rates, was asserted by Rush 
Cc. Butler of Chicago before the commis- 
sion. The advances from time to time 
had been made, in his opinion, with the 
evident determination of the Eastern 
trunk lines, which monopolize the lake 
traffic, to force shippers to use the all- 
rail routes. 

Replying to an inquiry from Com- 
missioner Clements as to why, if the 
lake traffic were profitable, other lines 
were not put on the lakes, Mr. Butler 
said the carriers had not, and would 
not, provide the necessary terminal fa- 
cilities and had refused to concur in 
through rates and joint rates. 

Secretary Cowles of the Postal Progress 
League, advocated, as the only logical 
solution of the transportation problem, 
Government oWnership, not only of the 
railroads, but also of the telephone, 
telegraph, auto service, and the coming 
aerial service. 

Frank A. Lyon, for the Pittsburgh 
Coal Company and the New Pittsburgh 
Coal Cempany, said: ‘‘ If this commis- 
sion does not stand as a bulwark to the 
consumer the public will stand where 
it has always stood, at the mercy of 
the carrier, with the rates ‘ all that the 
traffic will bear.’ ”’ 

Francis B. James appeared for the Na- 
tional Paving Brick Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, and other paving brick indus- 
tries, for which he said the proposed 


advance on paving brick was more than 
the traffic could bear. 

“Uniformity of railroad freight class- 
ification would be provided in a bill 
favorably reported by a sub-committee 
to the House Interstate end Foreign 
Commerce Committee to-day. The bill 
wotld empower the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to prescribe “ just and rea- 
sonable classification of freight, both 
individual and joint, applicable on in- 
terstate commerce throughout the 
United States.” The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has urged such leg- 
islation.

FOR EMPLOYMENT BUREAU. 


Murdock Presents Bill to Attach 
One to Federal Labor Department. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, April 29.—Representa~- 
tive Victor Murdock of Kansas, the 
Progressive leader, asked Congress to- 
day, in a bill he introduced in the 
House, to establish a ‘‘ Bureau of Em- 
ployment ”’ in the Department of Labor, 


to lessen the amount of unemployment 
in the United States. 

The proposed bureau would be in 
charge of a Commisstoner, and would 
be authorized to study the cause and 
extent of idleness, with a view to regu- 
lating interstate business of private em- 
ployment agencies and bringing unem- 
pase workmen and employers seeking 

elp together. 

The central agency of the new institii- 
tion would be in Washington, and wvuuld 
be augmented by a system of free labor 
exchanges at important industrial and 
commercial centres throughout’ the 
country in charge of Superintendents 
clothed with authority to co-operate 
with State, municipal, and private agen- 
cies. The bill provides for the licensing 
of private employment agencies, which 
would be under the strict supervision of 
the Federal bureau. The bill was re- 
ferred to the Labor Committee for con- 
sideration. 

The bill, it is understood, will have the 
active support of several national organ- 
izations. Mr. Murdock said it embodied 
the first step in the programme out- 
lined by the Kirst national conference of 
unemployment held at the City Hall, 
New York, two months ago, which was 
attended by delegates from twenty-five 
States and fifty-nine cities. 

* All practical students of this prob- 
lem agree,”’ he added, ‘‘ that the estab- 
lishment of such a system of public 
labor exchanges is inevitabie if we are 
to face the employment problem square- 
ly and seek to avoid unnecessary wastes 
in industry.”
